FURTHER RAIDING. 

The British reports from France yesterday 
speak of raids on both British and Ger- 
man posts and great artillery activity by 
the enemy at several points in the line. 
Our airmen have been very busy bombing 
enemy positions. 

The French reports also tell of lively can- 
nonades, and of much fighting in the air, 
in which several German machines were 
brought down. 


BRITISH OFFICIAL. 

Tuesday, 8.45 a.m.—We carried out succese- 
ful raids last night south of Fleurbaix and in 
the neighbourhood of the Ypres-Staden RKai!- 
way. Many Germans were killed, and prisoners 
and a machine-gun were captured by us. 

9.30 p.m.—Last night the enemy raided one 
of our posts in the neighbourhood of the 
Bapaume-Cambrai road. One of our men is 
missing. During the latier pari of the night, 
and early this morning, hostile artillery de- 
ie gh great activity south of Marcoing and 
north of the Bapaume-Cambrai road. Increased 
activity has also been shown by the enemy 
north of Lens and north-east of Ypres. : 

Aviation.—On the 4th inst. haze and mist con- 
tinued, to make visibility very bad, although the 
day was fine. Several.gucceseful rec issances 
were carried out by our aeroplanes and hostile 
batteries were effectively engaged by artillery 
with observation from the air. Over three tons 
of bombs were dropped during the day on 
various targets, including hostile ammunition 
dumps, and many thousand rounds were fired 
at the enemy from machine guns. On the 
night of the 4th-Sth inst. over one and a-half 
tons of bombs were dropped by us on a hostile 
eerodrome ebuth-east of Cambrai, and on Menin 
Railway Station. Five German machines were 
brought down in the course of the day in the air 
gs and three others were driven down out 

control. One of our machines is missing. 


FRENCH OFFICIAL. 


Tuesday Afternoon.—There was a rather 
lively cannonade at certain points to the north 
of Chemin-des-Dames.

BOLSHEVIK COMMANDER- 


IN-CHIEF ARRESTED. 

A Berlin telegram (via Reuter’s Amsterdam 
correspondent) says that, according to a wire- 
less message from Kioff, the Poles have occupied 
Mohileff, the Russian Main Headquarters, and 
arrested Krylenko, Commander-in-Obief, with 
his entire Siaff. 

The telegram adds that the Bolshevik rising 
at Kiefí has been suppressed by the Ukrainians. 
Holubowitch, the seat of the Ukrainian 
Peace Delegation, bas been appointed Ukrainien 
Premier. 

A Reuter’s Petrograd telegram (February 1st) 
says that the Maximalist Telegraph Agency 
issues the following:—On January 26th the 
Polish legions, rann. EE sin 26,000 ef all arms, 
and commanded by a General Steff, occupied 
the town of Rogatcheff, broke up the Soviet, 
and arrested the members of the Peasants’ 
Soviet and the Commissaries. The Treasury, 
containing 1,600,000 roubles in specie, was seized 
and a number of Russian and Polish Socialists 
were arrested. Fighting has begun in the 
district of Sienenski and in the government of 
Smolensk. 

The Polish General Staff at Rogatcheff has 
issued a proclamation declaring the government 
of Mohileff annexed as part of the Polish 
Monarchy. The trains have been stopped at 
Rogatcheff, and Bussian soldiers shot. The 
Executive Committee, acting in agreement with 
the Assembly, and considering the operations of 
the’ Polish bourgeois counter-revolutionaries and 
their legions as a direct threat to the govern- 
ment of the Soviets and the revolutionary con- 
quests, orders the arrest of the representatives 
of the bourgeoisie and proprietors and leaders 
of the Cadet Party, who are conniving with the 
enemy in an open struggle against them.

CRITICAL SITUATION, 


A Reuter’s Amsterdam telegram.s2ye :— 

A significant article in the Norddeutache 
Aligemeine Zeitung, and leading articles in the 
Vorwaerts and other Berlin papers throw an 
interesting light on the critical stage which re- 
aye between the Social Democratic Party 
nd the Government and other Reichstag 
majority parties have reached. 

In the course of an article, in which it hints 
at the possibility of a new drastic Labour law, 
the Nordileutsche asserts that the damage done 
by the strike is considerable, and saye— it 
has revived the-enemys hopes of success of 
their plans; it ‘will contribute towards pro- 
longing the war; it has evoked in the widest 
circles displeasure at the party which, rightly 
or wrongly, is partly blamed for regrettable 
events, and it will depend om the future con- 
duct of this party whether such displeasure 
imcreases or subsides again. This strike was 
to be a war-sabotege, no more and no less, as 
might arise in any country where it was desired 
under all circumstances to force the Govern- 
ment to make peace. The originators of the 
strike thus regarded the position, and the In- 
dependents have atéempted to do here what 
the Bolsheviks have done in Russia—namely, to 
render the land defenceless. 

“The aspect of things became more serious 
when some members of the Social Democratic 
Party Board joined the Strike Committee. By 
this action the political distinction between the 
old Social Democracy, which defends the 
Fatherland, and the Independent Socialists, who 
give precedence to their international ideas, 
was erased. Instead of morally supporting the 
strike, the ial Democracy ought from the 
very first unequivocally to have expressed its 
disapproval.” 

The Forwaerts takes special umbrage at the 
Norddeutsche’s admonition to the Social 
Democracy not to fall back into its old sins, and 
says:—‘ We reject this presumptuous warning 
with the greatest determination. Social De- 
mocracy is conscious neither of old nor new sins, 
and looks back with special pride precisely 
on that chapter of its history+which, sccording 
to the semi-official conception, may well appear 
the blackest.”
